Particulars of the Burning ..t the Wil- 
liam Kelson statement of one of the 

Passengers. 

Some acoount of the burning of the ship 
William Nelson, bound to New York fiom 
Antwerp, on the2oih ult., has been given in 
our telegraphic columns. The steamship 
Lafayette, out from New York, picked up 
forty-four of the passengers from the 
wreck of the Nelson. The second daj- out 
the Lafayette was stopped for two or three 
hours to repair a slight damage to the ma- 
chinery. No one then saw the hand of 
Providence iu this little delay. To avoid 
fogs and icebergs a more southerly course 
was t*keu than ever before, prolonging tbe 
voyage and going quite out of the usual 
track of ships; and no one saw a social 
Providence in this. 

ACCOUNT OP TH ■ III KN1NG OP THE NELSON. 

The following ncconnt of the burninK or 
the Nebou was obtained from one of the 
passengers, William R .thsleinst 

The William Nelson was a first-class 
packet ship of New York, commanded by 
Captain Levi Smith. She left Antwerp oil 
the 2d of June and Flushing ou the 4th for 
New York, with live hundred and fitly 
souls on bi.ard. On the voyage there had 
been two births, sixteen cases of fever and 
six deaths, making frequent fumigations ol 
the ship necessary. 

The morning of the 2Mh Rothstein de- 
s' ended into tbe ship where tbe sick were 
)\ing, and found the air so infected as to 
make iuuiigatiou immediately necessary to 
ensure the safety of the passengers. ( 'apt. 
Smith gave Mr. Rothstein charge of cleans- 
ing tbe ship, which is done by dipping 
heated irons into tar and swinging them 
through the air. During this processor of 
the men employed in lumigatiug let a red- 
hot iron fall into the pail of tar, which in- 
stantly blazed up as high as the ceiling, 
ltothstein, who stood behind the men, di- 
railiM| them, caught up a mattrass and 
flung it and himself on the puil of blazing 
tar, with the Idea of smothering the llame, 
when it exploded and threw him and the 
mattrass backward ten feet. The men now 
becoming alarmed, threw upon it straw 
beds and other coinbu-tible substances, 
which burned like torches, in ten minutes 
the flames burst up the hatchway, and were 
running up the mainmast aud rigging like 
fiery serpents. 

The scene now was indescribable. The 
flames bursting out in the middle of the 
ship, divided it into two parts, separating 
friends and families and driving them to 
the extreme ends of the burning vessel. 
Some became frautic and leaped into the 
sea. Others flew up ami down the de k, 
wrapped iu the flames of their clothes, rend- 
ing the air with tueir shrieks. Strong men 
clenched in deadly combat for the possess- 
ing of a life-preserver or a spar, and ghast- 
ly men and women, with infants lashed to 
them, swung themselves outside the ship 
by ropes, to which they clung until the fire 
burutd them iu two, and let the sufferers 
down into a watery grave. 

Alx)ut oue hundred persons had gathered 
on the bowsprit when the foremast fell, 
killing many and hurling the rest into the 
s. m. When the tire first brofe out ten sail- 
ors siezed the long boat, capable of holding 
sixty or seventy persous, aud rowed off. 
They were prevailed upon to return an i 
take in twenty o- even passengers. 

Captain Smith, the two mates, Rothstein, 
and as many of the sailors as they could 
control, lowered the threesmall boats (none 
of them seaworthy), and placed iu them 
Kothstien's wife and four children, aud the 
reM , ,j the Nelson's passengers picked lip by 
the Lafayette. As the boats were rowed 
away fiom the burning ship, some chick- 
ens, to escape the flames, flew after them 
and alighted ou the shoulders of the pas- 
sengers. A fat pig swam up to one of the 
boats aud indicated a desire to be saved. 
He was picked up, and showed his grati- 
tude by remaining quiet iu the bottom of 
the boat. Some of the chickens had ap- 
peased the hunger of the voyagers before 
tnev were rescued. 

When Captain Smith and Rothstein could 
do no more for the suffers, ihey leaped into 
the sea aud swam away, more to escape the 
cries of those whom tliey could not aid than 
to suve their owu lives. After having been 
iu tbe water about two hours, they were 
picked up by one of the boats.

Crops in Western Kentucky. 

We took a trip of some sixty miles a few 
days since through the upper part of Liv- 
ingston and t'ritteuden couuties, and made 
inquiries of the farmers in relerence to 
crops, Ac. The corn was promising well; 
some fields presented a line growth. The 
wheat, rye aud oats had beeu cut, aud was 
mostly stauding in the stock. The wheal 
was a good crop; the rye rather thin and 
light; oats the same. Occasionally a field 
of tobacco was to be seen, which looked 
pretty well. Now and then we came across 
a small lot of cotton which was said by the 
Kentuckians of our party to look pretty 
well. The corn, tobacco aud cottou was in 
great need of rain, but if our heavy rains 
reached there, they had too much of a good 
thing, and anstacked grain and hay must 
have been seriously damaged. The farmers 
are busy with their crops, aud seemed to 
enjoy the quiet that has bo long been denied 
them; they appear determiued to improve 
the opportunity of ma kiug crops, aud let pol- 
itics and politicians slide. The question 
of politics was scarcely mentioned during 
Jhe whole ride, aud then with a seeming 
indifference that indicated that political 
differences were of no value when the 
l>eaee of the country was at stake.— [Padu- 
cah Federal Union.

Death or Arthur Tappan. 

This venerable and well-known citizen 
died yesterday morning, at New Haven. 
Mr. Tappan retired from business some 
years ajfo, but he was long known as one 
of our most active and, for many years, 
most successful merchants. He acquired 
at one time a large fortune, much of which 
he lost when too old to enter the arena again 
with youuger men. But well-known as he 
was as a merchant, he was far more widely 
known for bis great benevolence, and for 
the generous zeal with which he alwaysad- 
vocated and supported any movement for 
the benefit of his fellow-men. He was one 
of the early Abolitionists, and cheerfully 
look a large share of the obloquy and per- 
secution which was visited upon that des- 
pised class in its darkest day. When Gar- 
rison was imprisoned in Baltimore for an 
article in his paper upon the DomesticSlave 
Trade, Mr. Tappan paid the fineand releas- 
ed him from jail, aud his name, from that 
time forward, was as notoriou-t and almost 
as much hated at the South as Garrison's 
own. Like most of the class to which he 
was known to belong, his whole lit', gave 
the lie to 'he assertion that the Abolitionists 
were "men of one idea," for there was no 
charitable work or pious purpose to which 
be did not give the benefit of his great exe- 
cutive ability and the support of his hearty 
and untiring devotion. Nor did old age 
co- 1 1 his ardor. To the end of his days his 
interest in good works never flagged, aud 
for him certainly awaits the award, "well 
done, good and faithful servant." Mr. 
Tappan was in the 80th year of his age.—

He 
formerly served his time in an Illinois regi- 
ment, was respected and beloved by all who 
km w him. His remains were going North 
for interment. 

The home in England, which was ten- 
dered <ien. Lee was ottered by Connolly, 
the Irish M. P., who escaped from the Con- 
federacy, after the collapse, as a "stow- 
away" on board the Liverpool steamer, witli 
a dirty face, ragged blue overcoat and a pair 
of red breeches. Gen. Lee "declined the 
honor." 

It is announced by the few friends of 
Father Walter that he has prepared for 
publication a paper intended to refute the 
statement contained in General Hardee's 
communication of the 20th inst. Father 
Walter was known throughout the war as 
being one of the most malicious rebels. The 
Archbishop of Baltimore has requested 
l'atber Walter to desist from further dis- 
cussion upon the subject of Mrs. Surratt's 
guilt or innocence. The refutation pa{>er 
may tberef. re never appear la print. 

Governor Johnson, of Georgia, has issued 
a proclamation providing for the election of 
delegates to a State Convention to be held 
at Milledgeville on the first Wednesday of 
October. Governor J. delivered a speech al 
Macon on the 15th, in which he told the 
people that if they wished to hereafter eu- 
joy the blessings of the Uuicn, they must 
eudorse the emancipation proclamation 
and ratify the Constitutional amendment. 
He gave them, also, some good advice. 

In Washington a few evenings since Gen. 
Sickles concluded a speech as follows: The 
future seems full of promise for our coun- 
try, commanding the respect of all nations. 
With a Stanton to create armies aud ■ 
Grant to lead them, we have no question 
with any foreign powers, that iu thr hands 
of a Seward, presents difficulties beyoud 
the resources of a diplomatic solution; and 
I see no reason why the whole country may 
not unite iu the patriotic resolution to sus- 
tain the President iu his admirable meas- 
ures for the establish tuent of order, justice 
aud tranquilly. 

"'he ram Dunderberg was launched at 
Webb's ship yard, New York, on Saturday 
morning. The Dunderberg is the largest 
iron-clad ram and the most powerful war 
vessel afloat. Her extreme length is three 
hundred and eighty-one feet; breadth, sev- 
enty-three feet; depth, ninety-nine feet, and 
her measurement about five thousand tons. 
To her prow is attached, below the surface 
of the water, a wrought iron ram or beak 
fifteen feet long, and she will carry, when 
ready for service, four guns of fifteen inches 
calibre and twelve of eleven inches calibre. 
Her iron plating is three inches and a half 
fhick, and extends a considerable distance 
below the water line.

It is a position that the most enthusiastic 
friends of negro suffrage in the country do 
not nssume. On the contrary the very lias in 
of their plea to the President for executive 
interference in the matter of suffrage in the 
rebel States is the fact that he still exercises 
military jurisdiction over those States; that 
by virtue of this power he can rightfully 
interfere, but that the moment State govern- 
ments are restored to their normal and ac- 
tive sway, not only his control, but that of 
Congress ceases at once over all matters of 
State cognizance, including especially that of 
suffrage. The "Fanueil Hall Address," ad- 
vocating negro suffrage calls special and 
urgent attention to this point. "It mnst be 
remembered," says this document, "that 
when once a State is admitted to its place, 
the potter of t \e tuition over all subjects of 
St*te cognizance is gone." 

And again: "Once withdraw the powers 
of war, and admit a Slate to its full func- 
tions, and the authority of the tuition over 
these subjects is gone.

The opinion that the 
time is now or never, is the very stimulus 
and source of their active seal in the advo- 
cacy of that measure. 

If our contumacious conservatives could 
only convince them that this fearful clause 
in the amendment furnishes the requisite 
authority for consummating their cherish- 
ed measure, they would be as thankful as 
Antonio's friend was to Shylock "for that 
word," and would contentedly bide their 
time. 

In the meantime, these same conserva- 
tives will change their tune very promptly 
after the amendment shall have been rati- 
fied, especially if it appears that any radi- 
cals have accepted their instructions as to 
the flexibility and potency of this wonder- 
ful clause. They will then discover that 
the attempt to derive legislative interfer- 
ence by Congress in the matter of elections, 
that clause will be rank usurpation, 
bare-faced subversion of the 
of language ever heard of.

THE OATH OF I.OVAI.TV. 

A friend has called our attention to a part 
of the oath prescribed by the Governor, 
which is not iu the law authorizing the oath. 
After swearing that one has not given aid 
and assistance to those in arms against the 
United States or the State, there is added, 
"or those who were intending to join the 
armed forces of the so-called Confederate 
States. v This clause is not in the law. The 
Legislature did not intend to outlaw a man 
for an intention, and the clause has, there- 
fore, no warrant of law. — [Democrat. 

The clause objected to, as any one will 
see by referring to its connections in the 
oath itself, contains no implication of out- 
lawry against men who intended to join the 
rebel army, and yet had refrained to put 
such intention into practice. 

The Democrat insinuates {hat it does. 
That the law on which this oath is based, 
regarded enlistment in, and direct prepara- 
tion for joining the rebel army, as actual 
is sufficiently obvious. And this

THE MILITARY " XI) THE ELEC- 
TIONS. 

It is greatly to be desired that the friends 
of the Constitutional Amendment may tri- 
umph in Kentucky, but it would be far 
better they should be defeated than to owe 
success to military force, however plausibly 
its employment might be excused. A vic- 
tory at the ballot-box, ofthe people of Ken- 
tucky who would free the State and the na- 
tion »rom the curse of slavery, would be an 
event over which it would become all en- 
lightened men to rejoice; but the glory of 
the victory, and the weight of its influence 
upon public affairs depend upon the unim- 
peachable freedom ofthe ballot to all who 
have not forfeited the rights of citizenship un- 
der the laws of Kentucky.— [Cin. Com. 

The words we have placed in italics sug- 
gest all the difficulty about the election 
there is in the State, and the rea- 
son and justification for such degree 
of military interference as may at certain 
points in the State be instituted. That in- 
terference, should any be permitted, or any 
occasion for its exercise occur, will be simp- 
ly to assist the State authorities in the exe- 
cution of State laws, to preserve the peace, 
and protect lawful voters in the exercise of 
their rights, both as to voting and chal- 
lenging the votes of others. It must be re- 
membered that there are numerous elect ion 
precincts in Kentucky, where the State laws 
prescribing the conditions of franchise, can- 
not be executed by civil authorities, and 
where legal voters are practically excluded 
from the ballot by their disloyal neighbors. 

The military power has been so scrupu- 
lous hitherto in the exercise of its authority 
at such precincts that thousands of loyal 
votes have been lost by being thus with- 
held. This was notoriously the case last 
fall. "The unimpeachable freedom of the 
ballot'' has never encountered any peril or 
restrictions in this State from the military. 
The mob law of rebel ruffians has been its 
only bane and obstacle. And loyal men 
begin to feel that it is about time to have one 
election where the legally entitled voters of 
the State shall be fully and exclusively 
heard. 

Nobody asks that the military shall in- 
terfere at tlut polls. Soldiers will not stand 
watch to prevent illegal voting, or to chal- 
lenge voters. But the knowledge of an 
armed force being aw hand to protect loyal 
citizens in the exercise of this plain right 
and duty will, in numerous instances, de- 
ter rebels from voting or check them if they 
attempt it in face of a challenge. Dear iu 
mind that a Kentucky rebel appreciates no 
restraints and no laws but such as are 
backed up by visible force. And of that 
species he has as lively an appreciation as 
most people. 

And if the nation desires to know precise- 
ly what the loyal people of Kentucky think 
about the Constitutional amendment, na- 
tional force will have to be exercised to 
secure to that people a chance for expre 
ing its opinion. At least this will be re- 
quisite in certain sections of (he State and 
to the degree we have indicated. To dep- 
recate or regret this, is not a whit m< 
reasonable than to object to the restrictions 
placed by the President upon the ballot in 
the reorganizing States. Everybody knows 
how the rebels in this State will vote if 
they get an opportunity at the coming elec- 
tion. To give them theopportunity would 
be a needless as well as a costly experi- 
ment. But It is of first rate importance to 
know how the entire loyal population will 
vote, and there is but one feasible method 
of ascertaining that. It is to exclude the 
disfranchised. This to be sure, will not be 
perfectly accomplished under the best of 
auspices. But if it can be approximately, 
it will sufficiently justify whatever inter- 
ference will be likely to come from military 
force. And it is very certain that not a 
loyal man in the State is afraid of this in- 
terference being excessive or improper. 

Governor Robinson, in 1863, issued a 
proclamation calling attention to the expat- 
riation law, but he prescribed no form of an 
oath that we ever heard of. — [Democrat.

April 7, IMS; Mp, A. S. White, of Indiana, 
offered a resolution for the appointment of 
a select committee en gradual compensat- 
ed emancipation in the Border States in ac- 
cordance with the President's resolution 
and earnest recommendations. Mr. Mal- 
lory moved to table it, and, with Harding, 
(i rider and Wickliffe, voted to table it; but 
his motion was disagreed to, and the reso- 
lution was adopted— yeas 67, nays 52— these 
four "compen-ationista" voting nay along 
with Cox, Vallaudiaham, Voorhees dr. Co. 

The same spring thoy all voted against 
the bill allowing §300 for every slave eman- 
cipated in the District of Columbia and ap- 
propriating §1,000,000 to pay loyal owners, 
and a large bum to colonize in Hayti or 
Liberia. 

And, January, 1863. all the above "com- 
pensationists" voted against the "Lincoln- 
ites" bill providing S. 0,000,000 to $20,000,000 
for compensated emancipation in Missouri, 
and, by their factious opnosition to any- 
thing "Lincolnish," defeated the bill, and 
thwarted all further attempts to compen- 
sate even Border State slave owners under 
tne President's resolution of March, 1862.

But 
surely there ought to be much less difficul- 
ty than there was nine years ago In con- 
vincing the House of Peers that an act con- 
ferring such a power on the House of Lords 
would be expedient. Certainly the prospect 
which lies before some legal peers is far 
from enviable. In the case of an ex-Chan- 
cellor the nation mmin have been Rpared 
the apprehension of seeiu'r an illustrious 
name borne by one who still labors 
under the censure pronounced by those 
who must before long acknowledge him as 
their equal. And should anything befall 
the Chancellor, his name will be borne by 
a son of whom bis father has said that his 
"childish vanity and weakuess are such 
that he is always the prey of some raseal 
or other;" aud that "his wife and six little 
children, affection for his father and broth- 
ers and sisters, and regard for his own 
character and position, have not been suffi- 
cient to keep him from plunging a fourth 
time into the evil course." Does any per- 
son doubt that the pangs ofthe Lord Chan- 
cellor are rather aggravated than relieved 
by the certainty that this worthless crea- 
ture must succeed him?

Commonwealth of Kentvckv, Exrrr- 

T1VK DKPARTMKNT, KltAXKFOKT, Kv. f July 
Mi MBBw— The purity of the elective I'run- 
ehise can only be preserved by a faithful 
enforcement of the laws governing the 
same. For their enforcement the clficera 
will lie held re*ponaible. 

Kvery free white male citizen, 21 years of 
age, who has resided in Keutucky two 
ytjars. aud whose residence lias been in the 
district where he offers to vote for 60 next 
next preceding the election; and each white 
BBbIb c itiwn who, not having two years 
rf.-idence iu the State; but has resided one 
year in the county, and sixty days in the 
precinct where he oilers to vote, next pre- 
fMMtfauf Um 4MM*Mj*MB. is emitted to vote ; pro- 
vided he has not expatriated himself and 
lost the elective franchise by coming within 
the provisions of the following act: 

CHAPTER TiOfl. 
An Act to amend chapter 15 of the Revised 
Statute*, entitled "Citizens, Expatriation, 
and Alieus." 

Skc. L He it enacted by the (icncral Assem- 
bly of the Vumtntmwcatth of Kentucky, That 
any citizeu of this State who shall enter 
into the service of the so-called Confederate 
State, in either a civil or military capacity, 
or into the service of the so-called Provis- 
ional Government of Kentucky, in either a 
civil or military capacity, or having here- 
tofore entered such service of either the 
Confederate States or Provisional Govern- 
ment, shall continue in such service afterthis 
act takes efleci, or shall take up or continue 
in arms against the military forces of the 
United Slates or the State of Kentucky, or 
shall give voluntary aid and assistance to 
those in arniH against said forces, shall be 
deemed to have expatriated himself, and 
shall no longer l»ea citizen of Kentucky; nor 
shall he again be a citizen, except by pei- 
miM-ioH ol the Legislature, by a general or 
special statute. 

Skc. 2. That whenever a person attempts, 
or is called on, to exercise any of the con- 
stitutional or legal rights and privileges be- 
longing only to citizens of Keutucky, he 
may be required to negative, on oath, the 
expatriation provided in the first section ol 
this act; and upon his failure or refusal to 
do so, shall not be perinittsxl to exercise 
any such right or privilege. 

Sk< - . 3. This act to be of force in thirty 
days from aud after its passage. 

All persons challenged as coming within 
the provisions of this law, should be re- 
quired to take the following oath, prescribed 
Bj B» predecessor, and which is in con- 
formity with the law; 

OATH. 

" You do solemnly swear that you hare not, 
siiice the 10th day of April, 1^)2, 6ccn m the 
service of the so-culled 'C'^a/cderafe .S'atc*,' 
or in the 'Provisional Government of Ken- 
tucky,' in cither a avd or military cu}>acdy, 
and th'it ,j.,u have not qiven, directly <ir mJi- 
reethf, VOLUNTARY AID AND ASSIST- 
ANCE TO THOSE IN ARMS AGAINST 
THE GOVERNMENT OP THE UNITED 
STATES OR THE STATE OF KEN- 
TUCKY, or those Mho were tn'> tiding to join 
the armed forces of the so-called 'Coiifederate 
■State*,' and that you will bear true and faith- 
ful allegiance to said Governments of the 
I'mted States ami State of Kentucky, so help 
you GOD. " 

Absence from the place of residence in 
the service of the country, or from any 
other cause, where no intention existed u> 
change the residence, will not exclude from 
votiug, if present at the election precinct 
where his residence is, on the d«3 T of elec- 
tion. 

Absence without any purpose of chang- 
ing the residence, k«ep> the residence of 
such person in his voting preciu<-t. 

Loyal men throughout the State are re- 
quested to report to the Governor any dis- 
regard of the expatriation law, either upon 
iii,-|urtof olli. erf? or citizens; giving the 
names of the offenders — that they maybe 
proceeded against for such violation. The 
olbVor who shall fail to discharge his duty, 
as prescribed by law, or the citizen who, 
not being entitled to vote, shall do so iu 
violation of law, should be promptly re- 
ported, that the proper steps may be taken 
for hi* pun shment. These p aiu words 
are spoken, that none may act upon the 
supposition that they will be permitted, 
wiih impunity, to disregard the laws made 
to guard and protect the purii v of the elec- 
tive franchise, or override the lawfully es- 
tablished sovereignty ol" the people. 

The military aiiih,,nii.-s will assist tlr- 
civii ollicers in the enforcement of these in- 
structions, if any attempt be made to vio- 
late them, upon application to the officer 
nearest iu command.

The ship Gallatin has arrived. 

San Francim'o, July 20.— Arrived, the 
whaling bark Milo, 2S days from the Arc- 
tic, with crews from several whalers des- 
troyed by the Shenandoah last month, the 
Edward Casey, Hector, ADigal, Euphrates, 
Wm. Thompson, Sophia Thornton, aud 
Abigal were captured and mostly burned. 
The Milo was lioarded for th** purpose of 
taking off the crews. The Shenandoah was 
continuing wholesale destruction ol whalers 
and would probably soon destroy another 
large number. Her commander was in- 
formed of Lee's surrender and the collapse 
of the rebellion, but didn't believe it. He 
believed Lincoln's death, for he expected 
it. The Shenandoah coaled last at Mel- 
bourne, sue is manned by English aud 
Irish sailors, some captured whalers joined 
her. 

Threatened Klot in Concord. 

Concord N. IL, July 27.— Demonstra- 
tions ot a serious riot made here during 
last night by some two hundred returned 
soldiers, which commenced by threat to 
clean out tbe clothing store under the Eagle 
Hotel, tbe proprietor of which charged a 
soldier with attempting to steal a suit ol 
clothing. After breaking the windows the 
soldiers proceeded to the jail and demand- 
ed the release of two of their number who 
had bt>eu arrested and threatened to de- 
molish the building.

Commercial Matters in New York. 

New York, Joly 27.— The advance in 
Erie and common stocks has given a stim- 
ulus to spernl.it ion in railroad shares. The 
market to-day was very active, and the 
sales of riilroad stocks at the moruing ses- 
sion was over 40,000 shares, against 12,cj0u 
on the morning of last Thursday. Sales of 
Cleveland and Pittsburg were 00,000 shares, 
partly on Western orders, and the price 
rose 4)i. All Western shares are very 
strong, and the more active speculation ap- 
pears to be confined chiefly to brokers, 
though considerable orders have been re- 
ceived from other sources. 

Government stocks continue active and 
tirm; the advance has arrented the disposi- 
tion to sell, and the demand is in advance 
of supply.

Health of Jeff. Davis— Ills Appearance. 

New York, July 27.— A Fortress Monroe 
letter of the 25th says: Jeff. Davis is in bet- 
ter health lhau when he left Clyde. His aj>- 
petite is good. His diet is such as pre- 
scribed by his physicians, ami his lease ou 
life, as i'aras body infirmities gq, is stronger 
now than the day Richmond fell. His sight 
is just as it was when he was in Washing- 
ton six years ago, the sight of oneeye then 
being apparently gone and that of the other 
much injured. At sundown last evening, 
Jeff, was allowed to take fresh air by prome- 
nading the ramparts of the Fort. Maj. Gen. 
Miles walked ou one side and the officer ol 
the guard on the other. 

Davis leaned on the arm of neither but 
walked alone firm and very unlike an in- 
valid. The evening was particularly fine, 
and Davis seemed to enjoy the quiet suuset 
scene. He was clad in a full suit of fine 
gray; his heud was covered with a very 
broad brimmed light felt hat, and he wore 
green goggles. 

His chetscks are covered with beard of a 
light growth, altering the appearance of his 
face very much from that usually presented 
in his photographs, where he appears with 
but oue tuft of hair on his chin. This out 
door exercise was not accorded to Davis be- 
cause of any critical state of his health, but 
was discussed and prescribed weeks ago, to 
take effect iu this sultry time. 

Sea breezes are becoming rare here now, 
and the weather is intensely sultry. Out 
door exercise is granted to Davis to keep 
his vigorous health, and not to restore fail- 
ing or broken down physical. To guard 
against a possibility of attempted escape, 
the lamp is kept burning all night in His 
cell. Against this light Jetf. entered ol jec 
lions, but the light was kept burning des- 
pite the deniuisof the prisoner, and that 
was a pet grievance for a little while. 

Then his leading questions on the pres- 
ent state of the couutry are not answered, 
and that makes Jeff, querulous. He In- 
comes tired of silence at times and launches 
iuto a special plea iu his own behalf aimed 
at the innocent otticer of the guard to prove 
that the United States Government cannot 
possibly convict him of treason. The pa- 
tieiK ollicer makes no reply, aud the chief 
of all rebels looks daggers at the walls of 
his prison, but his health aud comfort are 
not permitted to suffer. He is uot allowed 
luxuries; he receives no favors.

Roll of Honor --Decision of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions. 

New York, July 27. — The Tribune's 
Washington special says a large roll of 
honor, embracing the name of almost every 
meritorious ollicer who served during the 
war aud who are being breveted for their 
services, is being prepared, and when com- 
pleted will be published. 

These distinctions are conferred mostly on 
ollicers of all ranks who served in the vol- 
unteer service. 

Over 3000 have been breveted during the 
past month. 

The Commisser of Pensions to-day de- 
cided that blacksmiths serving with caval- 
ry forces are not entitled to the benefits of 
pensions, aud that the same rule will ap- 
ply to saddlers aud others provided for as 
part ot cavalry organizations, and team- 
sters in general uuless enlisted as privates 
and detailed as teamsters. 

Washington Matters. 

Washington, July 27.— During the past 
few weeks the colored people of Washing- 
ton and Georgetown have been earnestly" 
discussing the question of the right of suf- 
frage. 

This evening a meeting of ward delegates 
was held, and a memorial for presentation 
to Congress submitted for approval in this: 

They say our patriotism is unbounded. 
Our loyalty has never been questioned, for 
in all our country's trials we have respond- 
ed voluntarily and with alacrity, and with- 
out incentive of high pay, bounties and 
promotion, and have honorable aspirations 
and cherish laudable desires iu connection 
with our country. 

We ask you respectfully to guard them 
give no encouragement to our patriotism; 
to enjoy what liberty we do, makes us 
more miserable, In contemplating the de- 
nial of other just rights, without the right 
of suffrage. 

We are without protection and are liable 
to combinations of outrage forever by petty 
officers of law. 



Reconstruction Iu 
Cotton I 

New York, July 27— The World's Vicks- 
burg correspondent says that Gov. Sharkey 
is now at work orgauizing courts of judicia- 
ry as fast as possible. Wherever civil func- 
tions have not been disturbed throughout 
the State he has reinstated oldoccupans, 
and called upon them to qualify themselves 
by taking, aud resuming their duties. 

One of the best works of Judge Sharkey 
is to abridge the power and abuses of the 
military occupants. It has b*>en tbe custom 
tor military officers to entertain civil causes 
and small judgment in matters where they 
had neither right nor law to stand on. This 
is now being stopped. Another scheme 
has been frustrated by this appointment. 
Some of the office-holders, trade agents, 
contractors and others, generally of North- 
ern birth, had a scheme whereby the Mili- 
tary Governor was to be appointed in fur- 
therance of their purposes. 

Gen. Davidson had endeavored to get 
control of the newspapers in this plaoe and 
Natchez, but the scheme was handsomely 
thwarted. The material prosperity of the 
State is gaining ground since tbe close of 
the war. Farmers and planters are casting 
about to do something. 

Cotton, of which there is still small lots 
in the country, is coming in quite freely. 
Several hundred bales came from Yazoo 
river alone. 

There is but little cotton growing on the 
shores of the Mississippi in consequence ol 
the overflow, aud noue in the interior. The 
corn crops are good. Red river, OuacbiUt 
and tributary streams are being drained of 
immense amounts of cotton. Persons from 
Shreveport and the northern part of Texas 
say there me large amounts in the couutry. 
As soon as lailroad communication is re- 
sumed lar^e lots of cotton will come to 
market from Pearl river. 

Cars are running regularly from Jarkson 
to Corinth, to Seuatobia, aud to Meridian; 
east from Vicksburgto Big Black River 
Bridge, where a line of stages runs to Jack- 
son. 

Secretary Seward and Family . 

Cape Island, July 27.— Secretary Seward 
and family arrived here on the gunboat 
Northern this evening. The party consists 
of Secretary Seward, Attorney lien. Speed, 
Assistant Secretary Seward and wife, Gen. 
W. M. Seward. .Ir., Lt. Col. Wilson, Medi- 
cal Inspector U. S. A., Mrs. L. M. Morder, 
sister of Secretary Seward, Miss Fannie 
Seward and Miss Klleu Perry. 

A. W. Markley welcomed the distin- 
guished guests. The Secretary replied, ex- 
pressing gatification at reaching the cele- 
brated watering place. The visitors were 
then placed in private carriages and con- 
veyed to the Club College, attached to Con- 
gress Hall, fronting town, where elegant 
quarters have been prepared for them. 

As soon as the Secretary and party 
reached the cottage the baud commenced 
playing national airs, and the lawn in Trout 
of the Congressional Hall was brilliantly 
illuminated^ 

Fliiancial— Next ftart4MBftWAt oft he Public 
Debt. 

New York, July 27.— The power to effect 
further loans is now exhausted, but the 
Secretary of the Treasury is of the opiuion 
Miat, owing to the continued reduction of 
expenses of the Government, the treasury 
can be kept in an easy condition by tho re- 
ceipts from the usual sources of revenue, 
and meet all requisitions which can be pro- 
perly made upon it until tho meeting of 
Congress. 

It is estimated at the Internal Revenue 
Hureau that the receipts of income taxes, 
Ac, for the next 75 days will be at the rate 
of one million per day. 

The next statement of the public debt 
will be made early in August. It is pub- 
lished e>'ery two months. 

Deserters from our Army— Trial of Davis. 

Washington, July 27.— Only about 1,700 
deserters from the dratt availed themselves 
of the pardon offered iu the late President 
Lincoln's pro •Initiation, thousands of others 
still absent are liable to arrest wherever 
found iu this country, and subject to pun- 
ishment for the offence.

Tbe enormous 
weight on board the Great Eastern causes 
her to sink very low in water, and she has 
the appearance of sagging amid-ships.

Army in Texas and What the 
Think of It. 



New York, July 27.— The Herald's 
Washington special has the following: 

The affaire oi the freedinen in Arkansas 
are represented as in a most prosperous 
condition. 

A report was received to-day at the Freed- 
men's Bureau from Col. Win. Strong, now 
making a tour nt examination in that .por- 
tion of the South for the purpose of observ- 
ing the working of the system now being 
tested by the Bureau. 

The writer says that in the Little Rock 
District alone there are above 3,!iS0 freed- 
men who are now employed in pursuance 
of orders from the Secretary of War at the 
following rates of wages: 

First class male laborers receive from $25 
to $50 per mouth and rations, and first class 
women laborers receive from $15 to $18 per 
month with rations. One-half of the 
wages of these employees are paid to them 
every two months, and the balance is or- 
dered to be retained fur them to the end of 
the year. Of the above number of laborers 
upwards of 2,000 are employed by some 43 
lessees of plantations. The latter profess to 
be entirely satisfied with the labor they re- 
ceive from the freedmen, and have but lit- 
tle trouble with their employees. They 
claim, however, that the established rate of 
wagus is too high, and that they have to 
pay one-third more than is charged at any 
point in the Mississippi valley. 

They estimate that their cotton will cost 
them from 20 to 2"> cents per pound 
when baled and ready for market. 

Colonel Stroug remarks, in this connec- 
tion, that if the planters are rot at fault in 
these calculations, no money will be made 
on the cotton crop. 

Among the numerous applicants £gr par- 
don to-day was the late, rebel General Dick 
Taylor, who arrived here to-day, and is nt 
WUliard's. 

The Navy Department is informed that 
the dictator made ten knots per hour 
in going into port, and that she would have 
gone faster if her button had been clean.

The Times" Richmond correspondent says 
that in accordance with the proclamation of 
Oovernor Pierpont the charter election 
came off lo-da\', and was conducted in per- 
fect order. The interest of commuuitv 
principally centered on the office of Shenil 
and the suoceaeor of Jas. Mayo. 

J. W. Wright, ex-deputy sheriff, was 
elecifr-d over three competitors by a plurali- 
ty of 1M4 votes, defeating Kelley who has 
had the office for several successive terms. 
M r. s:urdivant whs elected over William 
T«y lor by ]*4. Major William Taylor is an 
old and respected merchant. Mr. Sturdi- 
vaut is a young lawyer of good standing 
and acknowledged ability. Both of these 
newly elected officials entered the rebel 
army after the e inscription act and contin- 
ued to serve till the surrender of Gen. Lee.

The River was slowly rising last even- 
ing, with seven feet one* inch water in the 
canal by the mark. In the morning it had 
fallen two inches. The weather was warm 
and cloudy all day, tbe thermometer rang- 
ing at 88, with a heavy shower of raiu at 
noon, and more rain in the evening. 

On the falls last evening there were fully 
five feet water in the pass of the Indian 
chute, and the river slowiy swelling. 

At Cincinnati at noon yesterday the river 
had risen twelve inches, with a heavy rain 
the night previous. 

At Pittsburg tbe river was slowly falling, 
with six feet water in the channel. 

The coalboat fleet of tujrs, with a full sup- 
ply of coal, is due from Pittsburg to-day. 

The w. R. Carter cleared for New Orleans 
last evening with a full trip of freight, in- 
clnding two hundred and fifty tons from 
Cincinnati reshipped on the Melnotte. 

The Delaware, from up stream, and the 
Empire City descending, came in violent 
collision at the wharf Wednesday morning, 
the guard of the former being Roiuewhat 
shattered, and the water wheel of the latter 
considerably broken. The Empire Citv had 
to lie by all night to repair damages. 

The Warren Belle, Capt. Vanmeter, starts 
to Bowling Green, and all points along 
Green river, to-morrow evening on her first 
trip. 

We see it estimated that there are 200,000 
bates of cotton along Red river awaiting 
shipment to the New Orleans market. We 
have no doubt that the report is very much 
exaggerated. In the meantime we bear of 
a number of boatmen who are bound for 
the new Eldorado. 

The Mississippi at St. Louis was slowly 
swelling on Wednesday, with about 21 feet 
water in the channel, and river business 
dull. The Luna from Missouri river had

The Elnora having been detained by 
stress of weather takes her departure to 
New Orleans and Red river to-morrow. 

The Yorktown left St. Louis Tuesday for 
the Ohio river.

There have been very heavv rains along 
the Arkansas river, the heaviest known for 
15 years, and the river at Little Rock had 
risen over 4 feet in 21 hours on the 17th. 

The Shamrock, with :$ barges in tow, is 
due from St. Louis, having passed Cairo on 
the 25th. 

Not long since we, in the Press, advoca- 
ted the establishment of a daily line of 
boats between this city and Cairo, but as 
yet nothing has been done. We see it 
stated in some of the papers that Sherley, 
WooHolk A Co., of this city, are about to 
run a daily line, in connection with other 
parties, lietween the designated points.
